His Views Not New. 
1. The views propounded by Dr. Briggs in his 
inaugural are not new. They have all been 
another of his published 


works, in articles in the Presbyterian Review 


during his ten years’ editorship, and in

The 
present excitement is, as we believe, due largely 
to the tone of the inaugural.address, to certain 
unguarded expressions, and to an impression that 
the transfer of the author to the chair of biblical 
theology would be subject to the veto of the Gen- 
eral Assembly. 

2, The address contains, in our judgment, noth- 
ing which can be fairly construed into heresy or de- 
parture from the Westminster Confession, to 
which Dr. Briggs honestly subscribed at his re- 
cent inauguration, 

(A) His words concerning “Bibliolatry” are 
not aimed at humble and devout reverence for the 
word of God, but at the error, rebuked by the 
Apostle Paul, by revering.“ the letter above 
the spirit.“ 

(B) Dr. Briggs declares that. conjointly with 
the Bible, the church, and the reason, are sources 
of authority in religion. He uses the term “ rea- 
son as embracing the conscience and the religi- 
ous feeling. We object to the term sources.“ 
since there is but one source of divine authority— 
God himself. We prefer to say the Bible,the church 
and the reason are media and vehicles through 
which we recognize and receive the divine 
authority. 

The Confession of Faith declares that “unto 
the catholic, visible church Christ hath given the 
ministry, oracle, and ordinances of God.“ 

That the reason, in the broad sense in which it 
is explained by Dr. Briggs, is also an organ to and 
through which tne divine authority is conveyed, 
is assumed iu scripture in the confession, and is 
the necessary postulate of a divine revelation 
to man. It is the only point in the natural man 
to which the qualities of God's character, the 
operations of his power, and the right reasonable- 


tent of 
Divine 
proper instrument for discerning, comparing, and 
judging spiritual truth. 

If the reason has no such function in religion, 
it is superfluous to assert that “scripture is profit- 
able for teaching, for discipline, and for upbuild- 
ing in righteousness.”” Spirtual righteousness 
implies an intelligent and rational perception and 
reception of the law and the truth of God. The 
living sacrifice which is “holy and acceptable 
unto God is a rational service.“ 

Dr. Briggs’ Position, 

But Dr. Briggs does not, with the Romanist, 
exalt the church above the Bible and the reason. 
He does not, with the Rationalist, place the 
reason above the Bible and the church. 
Neither does he, as has been often 
charged, codrdinste the three sources. His 
position isthe Protestant and the Presbyterian 
position, assumed in his subscription to the 
declaration of the confeesion, that the scriptures 
are tbe only infallible rule of faith and prac- 
tice,”’ and asserted in his address in the words: 
“Protestant Christianity builds its faith 
and life on the divine authority contained 
in the scriptures.” The Protestant Christian- 
ity too often depreciates the church, and the rea- 
son is an entirely distinct statement, involving a 
qnestion of fact; and the statement and its dis- 
cussion in no way affect Dr. Briggs’ indorsement 
of the Protestant doctrine of the supreme author- 
ity of the scriptures. 

To assert as has been so often done that Dr. 
Briggs is aiming to undermine the divine au- 
thority of scripture is presminently unfair. Not 
only this inaugural but all his published writings 


to be the subject of the 


teem with the most positive and uncompromising 


expressions of love and reverence for the Bible. 

The consistency of Dr, Briggs’ position as tothe 
supreme authority and divine quality of holy 
scripture is in no way affected by his views of the 
nature of inspiration. While asserting the plen- 
ary inspiration of scripture, he denies that in- 
spiration involves absolute inerrancy—literal, 
verbal accuracy, and perfect correspondence of 
minor details. 

In this view there is nothing original or new. 
It is the view of Calvin and of an overwhelming 
majority ‘of Protestant divines in Europe and 
Ameriea. It was propounded at least eight years 
ago by Dr. Briggs in his Biblical Study.“ In- 
spiration in the sense of literal inerrancy is now 
here claimed for scripture by scripture itself. It 
is contradicted by the contents of scripture in the 
form in which we have it. It involves logically a 
minuté, specific, divine superintendence of each 
detail of the entire process of transmission—copy- 
ing, translating, printing—and the prevention of 
All errors. It confronts those who maintain it 
not only with discrepancies of state- 
ment in the present text, but with the in- 
numerable textual variations in the Hebrew and 
Greek Bibles and the variations between the He- 
brew and the Septuagint. To meet these facts 
with the assertion of the inerrancy of the original 
autographs is to beg the whole question in dis- 
pute, to lay down a purely arbitrary, a priori 
hypothesis, and to introduce into the discussion 
an entirely irrelevant factor, seeing that the errors 
and discrepancies remain and the original auto- 
graphs cannot be recovered. 

To make the inspiration of scripture turn 
upon verbal inerrancy is to commit the church to 
an utterly untenable position and to place its 
apologists at the mercy of cavilers, who are only 
too glad to evade broader and deeper issues and 
to shift the discussion to the region of mere verbal 
details, where they are sure to have the best of

TITLE TO ALPENA PROPEETY-IN DISPUVE. 


Suit Being Waged in Boston by the Hein 
of William White Over His Estate. 

Boston, Mass., May 15.—[Special. |—Steps 
were taken in the Supreme Court here today 
for the settlement of a suit which involves a 
large part of the site of the present city of 
Alpena, Mich., and $200,000 in other property. 
The complainant is Mrs. A. W. Brown, 
daughter of William White, for many years 
the Massachusetts State Printer. 

Mr. White, it seems, some forty years ago 
secured a large interest in real-estate in the 
vicinity of Thunder Bay, Mich., through 
loans to persons who were speculating in tand 
there. This claim rapidly appreciated in 
value, Mr. White expending considerable 
money in the development of the property. 
Mr. White died suddenly afterward, leaving no 
will, and there was trouble over the division of 
the estate.

MAY NOT GET A MILLION. 


A RULING THAT INJURE$ THE WORLD'S 
FAIR BILL'S CHANCES, 


By Agreement of the House It Cannot Be 
Called Up Except at the Request of the 
Chairman of the Appropriation Com- 
mittee—That Official Is Opposed to the 
Measure, and Will Not Go Out of His 
Way to Aid in Secdting Its Passage. 

Sprinerraxp, III., May 15.—[Special. ]—Not- 
withstanding the favorable action of z Vin- 
ton World’s Fair bill Friday by the House, it 
is not yet quite out of the woods. A ruling 
agreed upon in the House this morning, amid 
much objection from many quarters, was that 
an appropriation biil should not be advanced 
unless called up by the Chairman of the Ap- 
propriation committee. That man is 
hostile to the Vinton bill and might be able to 
prevent its consideration. It is believed he 
will not attempt to do so. In any case, as the 
majority of the House are in favor of the bill 
it can be made a special order for considera- 
tion, but the opponents of the. $1,000,000 ap- 
propriation are active. Their organ pub- 
lished here suggests a reduction to $250,000 in 
its issue this morning and quotes from a Chi- 
cago Democratic organ favoring a reduction 
also. But all the indications point in favor of 
$1,000,000. | 

Mr. White of Whiteside s the rul - 
ing agreed upon, and later in the day, becom- 
ing aware of the embarrassment which might 
befall the World’s Fair bill, obtained the 
floor to straighten matters out. He said:

ARGUING FOR A MINIMUM: SCALE, 


Joint Labor Committee Before the Board 
of Directors—<Action Postponed. 

T. J, Morgan told the World's Fair Direct- 

ory last night why arganized labor wanted 

the establishment of a minimum rate of 


wages for the work to be done on the World’s 


Fair buildings. Mr. Morgan was assisted by 
fifteen other members of the Joint Labor com- 
mittee. 

After a conference lasting two hours the 
Labor committee withdrew and the directors 
spent another hour by themselves. Then they 
decided that, having heard the employés side, 
they would next listen to the bosses and 
adjourned until next Tuesday night, when the 
members of the Builders’ and Traders’ Ex- 
change will be invited to appear and give their 
side of the story as to the advisability of estab- 
lishing a minimum scale of wages. Before 
this conclusion was reached Mr. Morgan 
answered a number of questions and explained 
that a minimum rate meant a maximum rate. 
It was desired to have the current price paid 
for labor. That did not mean more than the 
current price. There were eighteen unions now 
working under the minimum rate and these 
all building trades, but none of them had ever 
fixed a maximum rate. All that would be 
asked would be the prices now prevailing, and 
not those made during the excitement attend- 
ing Exposition work. 

Director Walker asked why not have this 
arrangement between the contractors >for Ex- 
position work and the unioas instead of bo- 
tween the directory and the unions. Mr. 
Morgan replied that the aim was to pre- 
clude trouble, and this could be accomplished 
by having the matter settled between respon- 
sible directors rather than having it left to the 
contractors scattered all over the world who 
will be asked to bid on the work. Mr. Mor- 
gan further explained that the wage scale was 
to apply to work inside the fence, and only 
that paid for by the Exposition company.

SAYS YOUNG DUNCAN WAS INSANE. 


Fearing a Violent Outbreak His Physician 
Had Urged That He Be Restrained. 

Wasumiyeton, D. C., May 15.—[Special.]— 
The news of young Duncan’s attempt to mur- 
der bis wife in Wales Wednesday caused great 
distress to his family and friends in _Washing- 
ton. His relatives say he is insane and “they 
have cabled to England to insure him a proper 
defense. It is possible they may ask the in- 
tercession of the State Department to have 
Minister Lincoln make representations of his 
metital condition to the English authorities. 

Richard Coolidge Duncan is the son of the 
Rey. Thomas Duncan, an Episcopal minis- 
ter, who at one time had charge of Trinity 
Charch in this city. From here he went to 
Baitimore and afterward to Elyria, when his 
health became impaired and he was obliged 
to give up his parish and come to the Eastern 
Shore of Maryland, when he settled down at 
Earlyville, Cecil County. From his earliest 
boyhood Richard had been delicate and ‘on 
that account was petted by fond parents and 
he developed into a wayward headstrong man 
with a changeable disposition and no stability 
at all about him. At the Lehigh University, 
where he graduated, he stood first in every 
study, and while there he developed a remark- 
able talent for inventing mechanical devices. 
Just before he went abroad and after he had 
graduated he was employed by an electrical 
company at a salary of $2,000 per year. 

For the last three years he has spent the 
most of his time abroad, making short visits 
every now and then to the home of his aunt, 
Mrs. M. D. Bradley of Georgetown. He is 
about 24 years of age. His family wish to 
have it known that for years they have been in 
constant anxiety owing to his mental condi- 
tion. Travel was recomm by physicians, 
and it was in the hope that he would be en- 
tirely restored that the trip which has ended 
s0-disastrously was undertaken. Dr. Kemp- 
ster, the expert upon insanity, was seen by a 
reporter and said: : 

Three years ago I treated young Duncan profes- 
sionally and then discovered evidences of an un- 
balanced mind which might resuit sooner or 
later in some violent outbreak. I at, that time 
wrote a letter to his brother, who wal at Johns 
Hopkins University. telling him plainly that the 
young man was insane and ought tobe at once 
placed under restraint. I told him that there 
was every indication that his erratic tendency 
would culminate in an outbreak that would result 
in injury to some one, and so when I readin the 
paper this morning the account of his treatment 
of the woman said to be his wife I was not at all 
surprised. Heshould have been put under re- 
straint three years ago, but the family disliked 
the idea of placing him in an asylum and hoped 
that travel would benefit him. It wasa mistake, 
as the result has shown.

BAD SHOWING OF BANK OF MONTREAL. 


Earnings for the Last Year $400,000 Less 
than the Dividends Paid, | 

MontTreat, Que., May 15.—[Special. ]—The 
annual statement of the Bank of Montreal is 
issued today and proves very disappointing to 
the shareholders. The regular dividend paid 
this year amounted to $1,200,000, while the 
earnings were only $800,000, leaving $400,000 
to be drawn from the reserve account. 

The statement which has caused a sensation, 
in business circles shows the earnings of the 
bank during the last half year to have been 
only 1½ per cent, and for the fiscal year end- 
ing April 30, 1891, to have been only 2 per 
cent upon the capital stock. As the earnings 
for the first half of the present fiscal year were 
about 51 per cent, and for the year ending 
April 30, 1890, were over 11 per cent, the fall- 
ing off this year is very marked. 

It would appear from the statement of the 
two half years that the profits for the last half 
year were but $173,085, as compared with 
$671,964 during the last half of the year. The 
stock dropped 3 per cent today in consé- 
quence of the showing.

Their con- 
tact with races has caused much con- 
tention and many wars. In ages beforg the 
advent of our Lord a branch of the 
Gaelic race first settled in Asia Minor, passed 
to the Northwest, leaving its impress op 
Southern 3 and from there journeyed 
to England and Scotland, and became known 
as the Scots, By St. Patrick, a Scotchman by 
birth, the race in Ireland is atly elevated. 


| When the lamp of civilization seemed 


growing dim the Scotch-Irish kept up the 
good work for the chutch and humanity, and 
manfully did their part in banishing the night 
of »gnorance and superstitién. William of 
Orange, though a Dutchman, in faith, 
works, and courage was an Ulsterman. 
The ultimate mission for which God was 
reparing Scotch-Irish people through 
800 years culminated in the Constitution of 
the United States. There must have been 
here at the beginning of the Revolutionary 
War enough Scotch-Irishmen to form one- 
fourth of the entire vopulation.“ 

He then spoke of the persecutions of the 
Scotch-Irish in Pennsylvania which drove 
them to the South and West. 

_ Wherever they located they were accom- 
panied by their church and their Bible and 
never lost an opportunity for proclaiming their 
creed and truth from the housetops. The real 
founder of Princeton College was a woman. 
This was Cathariné Kennedy, a noble Scotch- 
Irish woman, who, when her girlhood days 
were passed, was wedded to William Ten- 
nant. She and her husband hewed 
down the trees and put up the struct- 
ure which grew to the great institution 
which has since given enlightenment 
and truth to thousahds. This log col 
erected by noble Catharine Kennedy gave the 
m petus Anich caused coll to spring up 
over all our broad land, For the first fifty 
years that the United States was a nation 
nearly all the colleges of our land were

Last of the Course Devoted to the Pre- 
Raphaelite School of Painters. 

The last of Edmund Russell's course of lect- 
ures was given yesterday at Apollo Hail, the 
subject being the Pre-Raphaelite School of 
Painters,” particular attention being paid to 
Rossetti, the founder of the school. Rossetti 
commenced to study with the painter Brown 
at the age of 18 and soon gathered around him 
the young artists of genius and enthusiasm. 
They found that modern academical instruc- 
tion was significant only in technical prin- 
ciples, with no regard for feeling and poetry, 
and they resolved not to study in the academ 
but to go directly to nature. They also foun 
that this adherence to tradition, this accept- 
ing the theories of teachers instead of study-

THE PRESIDENT’S SWING AROUND THE 
GREAT CIRCLE. 

The journey of the President has now come 
toanend. His party left Washington April 
14 and is at home May 15, after thirty days of 
continuous traveling, except upon Sundays 
and the intervals of time spent in different 
stopping places and cities. The total distance 
traveled by him was 9,600 miles. He passed 
through Virginia, West Virginia, Tennessee, 
Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana, 
Arkansas, and Texas in the South, New Mexi- 
co, Arizona, California, from its south to its 
north line (about 800 miles), Oregon, Wash- 
ington, Idaho, Utah, Colorado, Nebraska, 
Iowa, Illinois, Indiana, Pennsylvania, and 
Maryland. and thus back to the White House. 

On this long journey he has seen and been 
seen by several millions of people. He has shak- 
en hands with tens of thousands, which counts 
for something from the physical point of view 
at least. He has visited all the principal 
cities and many of the large towns in these 
States and seen everything of general interest 
which they contain. He has been on time 
everywhere, which could hardly be possible m 
any other country. Hs has made well word- 
ed, well thought out, graceful, and appro- 
priate speeches upon every occasion and for 
every place, and this without encyclopedic 
assistance, as was required by his duiler pred- 
ecessor.. His felicity of utterance has com- 
manded the admiration even of his partisan 
enemies, who would have been glad to have 
caught him tripping or blundering. 

Inthese speeches he has declared himself 
upon more than one public question of impor- 
tance. In his Galveston speech, for instance, 
he gave the heartiest indorsement to Mr. 
Blaine’s great give-and-take scheme of recip- 
rocal trade relations and increased steam com- 
mun with American republics, without 
having to make formal treaty negotiations with 
them.

ALCOHOLISM AS A DISEASE. 

The lecture by Dr. Keeley of Dwight, IIL, 
to his patients, printed in the supplement of 
this issue of Taz Trrsunz, is a remarkable 
one. The speaker discusses the alcohol habit 
in its relations to the human system by a 
study of the effects produced on the bodily 
organism, and arrives at some conclusions 
which are decidedly novel and at the same 
time well supported by argument. The topic 
isso practical in its .bearings that it invites 
thedeepest strutiny, yet up to the present time 
it appears to have received little attention 
either by the temperance reformer or the 
medical man. Hence a presentation of the 
theory should be welcome, even if dissented 
froin by the well-informed reader. 

The most radical point is that in regard to 
the heredity of disease, which he contends 
protects people rather than destroys them, be- 
cause it builds up a protection against disease 
which may amount to an immunity, and this 
is true of the hereditary drinker, he being the 
so-called temperance drinker. The Chris- 
tian American or European inherits a toler- 
ance to the poison of alcohol from “a line of 
poison-pestered ancestry, so that he is able 
to consume without trouble a quantity that 
would make a drunkard of an Indian or Hot- 
tentot or a Hindoo. Immunity from the ac- 
tion of poisons is only given by the action of 
poisons themselves. This may be obtained 
by inoculation, as for small-pox, or by long 
use, in which case it will become hereditary. 
The man who can inhale sewer gas containing 
tubercle bacilli and escape consumption is the 
one whose ancestors had so long been poi- 
soned by the phthisis microbe that they had 
acquired immunity from its attacks. But if 
the man be no longer exposed to the infection, 
and his children be exempt from it, their de- 
scendants will in time begin to suffer from 
the disease, It is precisely so, Dr. Keeley 
claims, with alcohol and the germs of con- 
sumption. If neither of these two poisons 
were in the world the trouble of mebriety 
might be avoided and the coercive teetotal ad- 
vocate find his long-wished-for millennium. 
But the fact remains that if prohibition ever 
succeeds it will be after the banishment of 
the infections of disease and their poisons, 
and if we could prohibit dwease infection the 
question of alcohol prohibition would take 
care of itself. 

The diagnosis of consumption and chronic 
alcoholiem as hereditary diseases is declared 
to be an error, though sanctioned by bohrds 
of health and life insurance companies. They 
do not know, or ignore, the relation of a poi- 
son to the tissue cells, the latter varying by 
use to “a tolerdhce of the poison.“ It is this 
variation which in either case is transmitted 
by heredity, and it follows from this that the 
“inheritance is an immunity from the poison 
and not a transmission of disease,”’ This 
action is upon the nerve cell, not because of 
any special selectiveness, as supposed by 
some, but simply because the nerve is the 
most sensitive of all the tissues to influences 
from without. The action of alcohol upon it 
is to pervert its nutrition, reproduction, and 
special function. If this be done in too great 
excess the cell is destroyed as an organism, if 
so gently that it may be borne the effect is 
simply perversive. The changed organism 
transmits the variation to its successors, just 
as the dental system of the animal world 
would change if for along time there were no 
grass for the cow or no flesh for the carnivora 
to feed upon. But this variation does not 
cause inebriety by heredity, though 1t may be 
difficult to say how many generations are re- 
quired to gain immunity from alcohol. 

The same is true of the ptomaines of con- 
sumptiou, of which only one person in seven 
dies, for the reason that all the rest have ac- 
quired an immunity from its poison. Heredi- 
ty has improved species, not by merely trans- 
mitting likeness, but by giving an increment 
of variation with each succeeding generation, 
by which the race becomes better able to live. 

Atavism, or the tendency to return to a 
former type, is an important element of reform 
in cases of abuse of an organ or function, and 
in a physiological sense this largely depends 
upon the rapidity of action by the poison. It 
is in this relation to the human organisfn that 
alcohol stands out as far less dangerous than 
morphine. The variation of cells brought 
on by the use of the latter is so_ slow that it is 
next to im possible for an opium-eater to con- 
trol his appetite for morphia, while the alco- 
holic poison acts so rapidly that the atavistic 
recovery of the cells only requires a few weeks’ 
time, even without special treatment. Chloro- 
form and ether are rapid in their action. and 
thus allow speedy recovery from their attacks. 
On the other hand the ptomaines of dis- 
ease (the poison made by microbes) act slow- 
ly, Two or more weeks are required in each 
of the acute diseases to establish a cell varia- 
tion sufficient to make them tolerate the poi- 
son, and the cells may hold this variation for 
many years, during which the person enjoys 
immunity from a return of the disease. This 
is true of small-pox, typhus, typhoid, con- 
sumption, diphtheria, cholera, and the yellow 
and other fevers, all of which are caused by. 
poisons manufactured by microbes. All run 
their course till tne cells have become accus- 
tomed tothe influence. Then if the organ- 
ism has not been killed off it recovers, be- 
cause when once it can resist the poison of a 
given disease that disease must come to an 
end. 

The change produced in the nerve tissues 
by alcohol is generally but an isomeric one; 
that is, an identity of elements and atomic 
proportions, the difference being only in the 
quantity combined in the molecule. It does 
not cause a degenerative change of tissue nor 
true inflammation, though it may have a pre- 
disposing influence in the etiology of some 
diseases. Hence there is nothing in the way 
of a cure of alcoholism by following the 
course of nature in bringing round the atav- 
ism of the cells after adebauch. This can 
best be done by gradual reduction of the sup- 
ply, a sudden cutting off being not only cruel, 
but often dangerous. For both that and the 
opium habit it may be said that when a man 
can live with out distress for ‘a week in the ab- 
stimulus his recovery from the 
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tor’s reasonings and theories as stated in his 


language, and then draw his own conclusions.

WHY OHIO CASTS MORE VOTES THAN 
. ILLINOIS, 

4 Columbus, O., correspondent of the 
New York Times informs that paper that the 
people of Ohio firmly belteve that the last 
census was a fraud so far as that State and 
Illinois are concerned. The writer says that 
they ooùld not understand last summer why 
Illinois should move up to third place in the 
Union and crowd Ohio outof it. But they 
claim that they understand it now and assert 
it was due to padding the Illinois enumera- 
tion or docking the Ohio count of names. 

The only evidence they have is that the vote 
of Ohio is larger than that of Illinois; that 
in 1888 the former cast for President 742,186 
votes and the latter but 676,133, or 66,000 less, 
which on the ratio of one vote to five inhabi- 
tants means that Ohio leads Illinois at least 
$30,000. If the population of the two States 
were alike in nativity there. would be weight 
in this argument, but there is an essential 
difference. Of the adult males in Ohio in 
1880, 635,191 were born in this country and 191,- 
386 were born abroad. Of the adult males in 
Illinois only 518,958 were native-born, while 
277,889 were foreign-born. Thus of the total 
number of Ohio males over 21, a little more 
than 20 per cent was born abroad, but of the 
Illinoisans nearly 40 per cent, 

Had there deen as small a percentage of 
foreign-born in Illinois as in Ohio the vote 
would have been almost the same in 1880. 
But while Ohio during the last ten years has 
been receiving comparatively few foreign im- 
migrants they have pourtd into Illinois in an 
enormous stream, There must be now in the 
State over 375,000 men above Al of foreign birth, 
while there are in Ohio not many more than 
in 1880. The greater the proportion of men of 
foreign birth the greater will be the aumber 
of unnaturalized foreigners, who do not swell 
thé vote, but who with their large families do 
swell the population. Thus while in Ohio in 
1880 there was a voter for évery 4.3 persons, 
in Illinois there was only one.to every 5 per- 
sons, 

Illinois is ahead of Ohio in total population 
because she has received so much larger share 
of European immigrants, and when the census 
reports on that point are printed this fact 
will appear clearly. Hence a comparison of 
votes between the two States to determine 
superiority of population is worthless, for it 
leaves unnaturalized foreigners out of con- 
sideration. Such a comparison is defective 
for the further reason that the laws concern- 
ing voting are more rigid im Illinois than in 
Ohio. Here a man must be a citizen. He 
must have lived a year in the State, ninety 
days in the county, and thirty in the precinct, 
and in Chicago must have registered three 
weeks before an election, which many thou- 
sands always neglect ta do. Ohio requires 
citizenship, but the other provisions are not 
as exacting, and registration in the cities is 
closer up to election-day. 

The people of that State may rest assured 
that Illinois has the most people. If Cincin- 
nati had gained half as much as Chicago did 
it would not have happened. When the cen- 
sus figures are printed and they see how. im- 
portant a part the foreigners play in swelling 
the population of Illinois without adding to its 
vote they will cease to cry fraud. The New 
York Times ought to know these facts, and it 
is singular it should print such unreasonable 
faultfinding of the disappointed Ohioans. 


A MISTAKE CORRECTED. 

One of the lawyers who appeared before the 
House Judiciary committee Thursday made a 
serious mistake when he said it was in- 
tended that the land needed for the extension 
of Central avenue from Randolph to Jackson 
should be taken in whole or in part from the 
city’s Michigan avenue blocks. The citizens 
who framed the amendments submitted day 
before yesterday had nosuch intention. They 
were agreed that the city should retain every 
square inch of those blocks which the railroad 
is 80 eager to lay hands on, and that Central 
avenue should be extended south, not over 
city property, but on the 200-foot right of way 
of the Illinois Central now occupied by its 
tracks, which are to be transferred to a new 
right of way farther east. 

The west line of Central avenue 1s buta 
little over 100 teet east of the east line of 
Michigan avenue south of Randolph. If Cen- 
tral avenue were extended in astraight line it 
would cut the Michigan avenue blocks just 
about in two, which will hot do at all. The 
street must make a bend at Randolph, curving 
toward the éast till it reaches the ground oc- 
cupied now by the Central) tracks, and then 
running due south to Adams or Jackson. As 
the road’s right of way is 200 feet wide, at 
least 120 feet can be taken off for a street, 
which would leave to the road not only the re- 
maining eighty feet on this extension but the 
new right of way of 300 feet and the many 
acres of land now covered with water. 

The railroad will be much better off by such 
an arrangement than it is now, and there 
would be no necessity for its encroaching on 
the Michigan avenue blocks or having part of 
them made into a street for its accommoda- 
tion. Thecity would be a gainer also, since it 
would secure an additional frontage for its 
four blocks and a new stréet free from car 
tracks to relieve the pressure on Michigan 
avenue. 

The committee and the Legislature must 
understand that, no matter what the babbler 
Burnham or anybody else says, the city’s 
blocks ate not to be given up as a whole or to 
be mutilated. The city needs every foot of 
that land and means to keep it. 


THE EXPORTATION OF COIN. 

The action of the Bank of England in ad- 
vancing its rate of discount last Thursday to 
5 per cent indicates that the financial pressure 
in Europe is not yet over. It was hoped that 
the outward flow ot gold from the United States 
had received a check by the reported consent 
of the Rothschilds to the placing of the new 
Russian loan, but it is now believed that the 
Muscovite Government has decided on the 
withdrawal of another $15,000,000 from Lon- 
don within the next few weeks, and that the 
amount will be taken by the Bauk of England 
from this country if possible. The shipment 
of $7,750,000 from our shores this week, after 
our parting with nearly as much last week, is 
a fact strictly in line with the news above 
noted. The severity of the drain may be in-

DR. KEELEY’S TIONS OF CER- 
T POINTS, 
In another column we give an abstract of 


Dr. Keeley's theory of disease, of heredity, of 
transmission, and of immunity from disease. 
Some pedats in his essay were not quite clear, 
and we asked for explanatons and received 
the following in reply: 

1. The “immunity which comes from a natural 
strain of strong blood,” if immunity from disease 
is meant, is impossible. Thereis no such thing as 
an immunity from disease unless the immunity is 
acquired by actually having the disease. Nature 

ws of no other way of making the blood 
strong,“ so far as immunity from disease is con- 
cerned. | 
2. Alcohol serves as a heat and food producer 
in all climates, cold and hot alike. The natives 
of cold climates are not notably drinkers or 
drunkards either. They are blubber-eaters. 

3. Consumption, plague, typhus, sweat sick- 
ness, or black death and scurvy and other dis- 
eases might have been mentioned, but syphilis is 
unlike the other diseases mentioned in not being 
a matter of history only, as the other diseases 
are. Syphilis is yet with us; the others are not. 
It is of course true that it is growing milder, and 
that it will die out eventually by the method of 
natural selection.” 

4. Tobacco was never known as a disease-pro- 
ducing narcotic, It is true that nicotine is a 
deadly poison. Under the laws of poisons to- 
bacco, in the dose generaily taken, does not cause 
disease after the first few trials. The system soon 
acquires a tolerance. 

5. No intention of underrating Spaink’s tests 
and conclusions. The argument is that Spaink’s 
deduction that alcohol necessarily causes nerve de- 
generation in drunkards because it may do so in 
dogs is not logical. 

Relating to consumption I mean to state that 
under the laws of heredity—transmitting an im- 
munity—consumption, like other diseases, 
must finally die out, If heredity transmitted 
nothing but a tendency to consumption that 
disease would soon depopulate the globe, but 
heredity also transmits an acquired immunity to 
the disease. | 

Your medical friend entirely misapprehends my 
method of treatment. My treatment is not ho- 
meopathic.“ I administer alcohol to intoxicated 
patients in order to “sober them up.“ Suddenly 
withdrawing the alcohol would sober them just 
as effectually. but is more painful, Thig method 
has nothing todo with curing the patient. Any 
man who will patiently study the laws of natural 
selection in relation to poisons would certainly 
know that such a treatment would never cure al- 
coholism—neither withdrawing alcohol nor giv- 
ing it in large or small doses. The use of alcohol 
in my treatment is simply to sober the case up as 
speedily and easily as possible, but to keep him 
sober I employ my own special cure. 


SENATOR PEFFER ON CHEAP MONEY. 

At a dinner given last week by the Butler 
club of Boston Judge Peffer of Kansas, Mr. 
Ingalls’ successor in the Senate, made a speech 
defining the beliefs of the Farmers’ Alliance. 
One of them is: We believe in money get- 
“ting to the people ‘without being freighted 
“with interest rates they cannot afford to 
66 pay.“ | 

The first reflection suggested by this article 
in the Alliance creed is that a man who can- 
not afford to pay interest should not borrow 
money. It is bad for him not to have it, but 
it is worse for him to have it if he cannot 
afford”? to have it. Of two evils he should 
choose the least, What a man cannot afford, 
whether it be money freighted with inter- 
est,” ona house freighted with rent charges, 
or new clothes freighted with a tailor’s bill, he 
should do without. A man who cannot pay 
had better not go in debt. At least it would 
be better for the creditor. 

Senator Peffer will not agree to this, how- 
ever. He probably thinks that every man 
has a “natural right to money just as 
he has to air and sunlight. Still he may not 
be ready to go so far as to say that those who 
have money must lend it to those who have 
none on terms dictated by the latter. He 
may not be prepared to deny that the man 
with surplus capital may lend it to those who 
will pay him the market rate for its use and 
disregard the applications of those who offer 
him less than that rate or nothing at all. For if 
men havea right to *‘ borrow ’’ money by force, 
free of interest, they havea mght to borrow 
the horses, wagons, and cattle of others on the 
same terms, paying nothing for their use, or 
to live in another man’s house rent-free and 
defy him to collect any compensation for its 
use. 

What Judge Peffer evidently wants is for 
the government to issue ukase money and 
scatter it among the needy members of the 
Alliance, “unfreighted with interest rates. 
Should the government go into that business 
it manifestly would be unfair for it to charge 
any interest, since the stuff it loaned would be 
worth nothing. Money is value in itself when 
gold or silver coin,, or the representative of 
value when exchangeable for gold or silver, 
like the greenbacks and national-bank notes. 
Whatever has no intrinsic value and is not 
exchangeable for something which has value 
cannot be real money. It is only shadow or 
moonbeam money. 

The general government is not a creator of 
wealth, but a disburser or spender of the 
wealth of itscitizens. It has not a cent of its 
own creation. It is a sturdy beggar, and 
when in need of money sticks its hands into 
the pockets of industry and takes it out. It 
does not make money, for it cannot create 
values. If it could there would be no need of 
it levying atax or imposing a duty for rev- 
enue. It could live off its own creations. It 
can issue credit notes to be redeemed by in- 
trinsic money obtained by taxation. 

Senator Peffer says that the people of Kan- 
sas are not repudiators and that they intend 
to pay every dollar they owe according to 
the letter and the spirit of the contract.” 
What good then will “ukase” or flat 
money do them if they do not intend to pay 
their debts with it? For no man will take 1t 
unless he is obliged to. As it will have no 
purchasing power nobody will give any val- 
uable thing for it, and the borrower will have 
on his hands simply some pretty specimens of 
steel engraving. 

The new Senator from Kansas has made a 
little progress. He has given up the idea of re- 
pudiation. After he has been in the Senate a year 
he will have learned something more, and will 
have his eyes opened to the folly of ukase 
money and to the absurdity of thinking that a 
man can get wealth honestly in any shape or 
form without earning it or paying for it or for

The population of the United States, exclusive 


States is 3,025,600 square miles, of which 2,143,155 
square miles is beyond the Mississippi. This 
leaves but 882,445 square miles in the cis-Missis 
sippi. In this 882,445 square miles east of the 
Mississippi there is a population of 46,160,075, 
being an average of about fifty-three and one- 
third persons to the square mile. The average 
population to the square mile in the trans 
Mississippi is only about eight.

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RUSSIA TAKING ALL THE GOLD. 
" — ; 


The Czar's Government Preparing to Take 
Dp Two Loans. : 

BERLIN, May 15.—The heavy imports of 
American gold in Europe in general and Ger- 
many in particular have drawn the attention 
of financiers in Germany to the matter. Herr 
Bleichroder, the well-known banker who sharés 
the Rothschilds’ financial power on the conti- 
nent of Europe, in an interview on the subject 


eet said: 

ll the fold cuming here from England 
and from France is reshipped to Russia, 
which country has been draining heavily 
from Berlin and still heavier from London. 
In order to protect the Bank of England, and 
so as not to drain its resources, American 
gold was called for, but this. was an unprofit- 
able transaction, The gold was bought at a 
loss, it is true, but we are willing to sacrifice 
something. Had the Russian demand been 
met by the withdrawal of gold from London 
and Berlin the rate of discount of the banks 
of these cities must have risen 6 or 7 per cent. 
Under the present state of affairs this would 
simply mean ruin to thousands. We avoided 
it by buying American gold.“ 

When asked what Russia wanted with all 
this gold, and in reply to the questions: “Is 
Russia preparing for war?“ Herr Bleichroder 
saic:- Lou can state with absolute 
certainty that for three years Russia will 
not think of war, I have received today 
positive information that Russia is upon the 
point of changing its armament. It has 
adopted a new rifle and it will take three 
years to arm its troops with the new weapons, 
and Russia dare not go to war in the midst of 
such an important change. 

O, I do not fear war, at least from Russia. 
I look with more distrust upon the condition 
of the Western bourses. Look at 
the London market; it is glutted with 
South American securities. What are they 
worth? Not one of these republics can meet its 
obligations, and yet many millions of people 
in Europe have their all invested in these se- 
curities, The consequence may bea great 
crash. North American securities and rail- 
road bonds will not be affected except by the 
= feeling of distrust prevailing at pres- 
ent. : 

Americans have no reason to feel nervous 
about the gold taken away from the United 
States. It will soon float back. Russia has 
to repay the Dutch loans of 1790 and 1850, and 
that is the reason it is accumulating all the 
gold it can. By and by this gold must be 
paid out, and will naturfilly return whence it 
came.“ : 

Will you not need gold to perfect the new 
Russian loan?“ 

“The present negotiations are at a stand- 
still. Neither the Rothschilds, myself, nor 
any other bank will vance a cent to Russia 
until things are more secure than they are 
now. 

Mr. Henry Villard of New York is now in 
this city. All sorts of stories are told as to 
Mr. Villard’s purpose in visiting Berlin. The 
old story, frequently contradicted, about a 
row between him and the Deutsche Bank, 
which is the representative of the German 
holders of Northern Pacific bonds, is again 
circulated. Herr Schrader, one of the di- 
rectors of that institution, said today: 

The stories in circulation about a break 
between the Deutsche Bank and Mr. Villard 
are entirely unfounded. We are upon the 
best of terms with Mr. Villard. It is true 
that we have * any business transac- 
tions with him lately, but this is due to the fact 
that the Northern Pacific does not need any 
money. When Mr. Villard wishes to make a 
serious financial proposition we shall be only 
too glad to negotiate with bim.“ 

Herr Schrader admitted thata few Northern 
Pacific bonds had been sold in Berlin lately. 
He added: German capitalists have lost 
heavily in Argentine Republic securities, and 
being short of money have been compelled to 
sell some foreign bonds. There is a feeling 
of general distrust and insecurity here. Men 
will not invest in foreign securities and will 
not even take the new German loan, which is 
still held by the banks. They are disposed to 
hoard gold in their own hands.”’ 

Herr Dernburg, another director of the 
Deutsche Bank, who has just returned from a 
visit to the United States, confirmed the state- 
ments made by his associate. Mr. Villard 
was also interviewei. He said: 

There is perfect harmony in the Deutsche 
Bank. I am here simply for recreation. I 
have been to the Riviera and shall now spend 
a few weeks in Berlin. Norther Pacific bonds 
stand higher in Berlin than they do in New 
York. German holders are buying, not sell- 


ing. 
COMMISSIONER QUINTON’S MISTAKE, 


The Manipur Dispatches Presented in Par- 
liament at VYesterday’s Session. 
Loxpon, May 15.—The Manipur dispatches 
were presented to Parliament yesterday, the 
government having held them back in orderto 
prevent a discussion before the Whitsuntide re- 
cess. The dispatches fail to clearly establish 
why such a small force was sent to Manipur. 
The Viceroy’s orders were to take a force 
sufficient to remoye the Senaputty. It ap- 
pears that Chief Commissioner Quinton had 
no orders as to how he was to remove the 
Senaputty, but was cognizant of the diffi- 
culty of the enterprise and consulted the 
Commander of Assam as to what course 
he should take. Quinton intended to 
summon the Senaputty as a rebel and toarrest 
him. A native eye-witness deposes that, after 
a half hour’s confab, the hands and feet of each 
rson of Quinton’s party were cut off, and 
then all were execyted in the presence of 1,000 
Manipuris, including the Senaputty and the 
Jubraj, who stood only six paces distant. 


SAID TO BE SERIOUSLY HURT. 


The Czarowitz’s Injuries Reported to Be 
of a Grave Character. 

Loxpox, May 15.—The St. Petersburg cor- 
respondent of the Chronicle says it is re- 
ported that the Czarowitz is more seriously 
wounded than is admitted by the authorities. 
The correspondent adds that the assailant of 
the Czarowitz is a Nihilist who escaped from 
Saghalien, an island off the east coast of 
Asia, belonging to Russia, and who succeeded 
in entering the Japanese police service.

ITALY CLAIMS AN ESCAPED CONVICT. 


Dominick Marchione, Just Released from 
the Penitentiary, Is Re-arrested. 

Bartimore, Md., May 15.—Dominick Mar- 
chione, an Italian just released from the Mary- 
land Penitentiary, where he had served five 
years for the killing of a fellow-workmaa im 
this State, was today re-arrested on the de- 
mand for extradition as.a convicted and es- 
caped murderer, made by the Consul of Italy 
at Philadelphia. 

The story of the alleged crime makes it ap- 
peer that Marchione is a membcr of the mur- 

erous Mafia gang. Michael Repucci was be- 
lieved to know more than was considered 
safe about a murder in which Marchione and 
another were concerned. Marchione and the 
third man were heard to say that Repucc 
must be put away. 

On Nov. 3, 1883, Repucci’s body was 
found and in due course the murderers were 
convicted and sentenced to the ys for 
life. It has not transpired how Marchione 
escaped to this country, but it appears that 
his bloodthirsty tendencies soon reappeared 
after he reac America, and his sentence to 
the Maryland Penitentiary for murder was 
the result.

E. A. Cummings, for 
the committee, reported that consultations 
had been held with the new and old city ad- 
ministrations and with prominent busizess- 
men and property-owners, It was agreed that 
the present city revenue is not adequate for 
the emergency caused by the location of the 
World's Fair.

NY Speech un the Exposition. * 
— Chancellor Caprivi of the German Imperial 
Government has become an advocate of the 
Exposition. and has given some reasons why 
Germany should participate in it. 

The Department of Promotion and Pub- 
licity is in receipt of a long speech which the 
Chancellor recently made before the 
Bundesrath in urging an appropriation. He 
puts the case upon a commercial basis. He 
quotes trade statistics to show that during the. 
last fiscal year the imports from Germany to 
the United States amounted to $98,837.683: the 
exports from the United States to Germany 
amounted to $85,563,312. According to these 
figures the Chancellor says Germany occupies 
second place among the countries engaged in 
foreign trade with the United States, Great 
Britain being first. As the trade relationship 
between Germany and the United States is 
thus mutually profitable he hopes it may con- 
tinue and survive passing disturbances, and 
concludes with this statement: 

The avprehensions which appeared in German 
commercial and industrial circles, owing to the 
tendency to close the American market to foreign 
competition, have naturally not remained without 
influence upon the disposition of those circles 
towards the present Exposition project.
